If a thing has news value, it 
should be printed whether or not it 
helps the advertiser, but it should 
never be printed as news, simply be- 
cause it helps the advertiser, and is 
not really of news interest. The 
usual tendency of the editor is to 
shrink from the publication o( news 
matter if he thinks an advertiser is 
interested in it. This is the wrong 
point of view. The mere fact that 
an advertiser has some connection 
with the news should not hinder its 
publlcatioa.
